dent of the Am erican Railway as­ 
sociation. 
“In 19 24 of the 9 31,000,000 train 
riders, only 149 w ere k illed,” Aish­ 


ton asserted. “This was a decrease 
of 23 percent of the annual aver­ 
age of the years 19 20 to 19213. In 
19 24 there was an increase of 11 
persons who lost their lives, b ut 
this was due to an increase of 20 
pprsons who lost their lives b oard­ 
ing or leaving trains in motion. 
“In New York City 
alone 
9 63 
persons were k illed in automob ile 
accidents during 19 24 while in Chi­ 
cago 560 were m otor victim s,” 
he 
continued. In Philadelphia autom o­ 
b ile fatalities num b ered 270; in De­ 
troit there were 
302 
k illed; 
in 
Cleveland there 
w ere 
214; 
St. 
Louis, 19 2; Boston, 137; Pittsb urgh, 
154, and Los Angeles, 263.”

The goldsmiths of England, several hun­ 
dred years ago, were the originators of the safe 
deposit vault for public use, and like many 
other common utilities, this protective recepta­ 
cle has romantic history. 


During the reign of Charles I of England, in

Papers connected with the vari- 
out phases of crim inal identifica­ 
tion work were read by crime ex­ 
perts at the m orning session of 
the convention of 
the 
California 
Division of International Associa­ 
tion for Identification. 
According to President H arry H. 
Caldwell, this 
y ear’ 
seonventkm 
will go down in the history of the 
association as one of the m ost dis­ 
tinctive as far as results obtained. 
For the first time, he said, the con­ 
vention finds men bronght together 
from every part of the state with 
a new sense of responsibility of 
(heir position and under the ban­ 
ner of an organization which, Ariv-i 
ing for higher ideals and standard 
of service, has achieved for its 
members the right to be classed as 
professional men. 
"W ith life, freedom, reputation 
and happiness of a citizen depend­ 
ing npon fingerprint evidence, it is 
im perative 
that 
such 
evidence 
shonld be prepared by competent 
men who fully realize and appre­ 
ciate the 
seriousness 
of 
their 
work.” W. G. Thorpe, 
a 
noted 
criminologist of T>os Angeles, de­ 
clared. addressing the convention. 
Speaking on the subject of "In­ 
vestigating Criminology ,” he told 
the officers that on their work de­ 
pended the conviction of innocent 
men, the wrecking of homes and 
unhappiness, unless they used the 
most painstaking and conscientious 
care in reporting 
on 
fingerprint 
evidence. 
Must Have Right Men. 
Stressing the necessity of semir­ 
ing the right ty pe of men for this 
im portant work. Thorpe said that 
there are two kinds of fingerprint 
experts and identification officers. 
There are the conscientious men 
who, in order to do justice to all 
concerned, are deeply interested in 
tbeir work and avail themselves 
of every opportunity 
to 
improve 
their knowledge; and other ty pe 
m a d e up of the indifferent men 
who are apt to take 
things 
for 
granted. 
This latter 
ty pe, 
the 
speaker declared, is a distinct men­ 
ace to the liberty of innocent sus­ 
pects. 
Coupled with these observations, 
he emphasized the need of having 
all readings and classifications uni­ 
form to avoid presentation of evi­ 
dence that might result in the mis­ 
carriage of justice. 
Stop and Think. 
"Before you present evidence to 
the court and the jury , stop and 
consider what it might have m eant 
to y ou had one of y our dear ones 
been on trail.” he admonished the 
identification 
men. ‘‘There 
have 
been m istakes,” he added signifi­ 
cantly . 
Touching on the great increase 
in 
juvenile 
delinquency . 
Thorpe 
took a fling at the 
ty pe of news­ 
papers which are polluting homes 
with sensational accounts of m ur­ 
ders, scandals and salacious fea­ 
tures. 
Quoting 
figures obtained 
from the public schools, he said 
that children in the grammar grade 
are today m aking a habit of read­ 
ing m urder stories. 
"Our children 
today are 
psy chologically 
being 
fed on things destructive to tbeir 
future life.” he declared, summing 
np w hat he thought an intolerable 
situation. 
Taking up another side of crim­ 
inal Investigation he warned the 
m e m b e rs of the audience from ac­

that the pests are causing thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of damage 
to structures here. 
Decker declared that a recent in­ 
v estigation of a house here rev eal­ 
ed that practically all of the wood­ 
work in the lower part, of the build­ 
ing has been eaten away by the 
term ites. 
There arc undoubtedly 
dozens of honses in Santa Ana 
that are in a sim ilar condition be­ 
cause of the pests, he states. 
To prev ent this condition. Deck­ 
er adv ises builders to keep wood 
away from the ground. 
If this is 
impossible, the m aterial should be 
impregnated with coal tar creosote. 
Heat, steam, insecticides 
and 
fumigants are of no perm anent 
v alue against the term ites, it is 
said. 
After the ants hav e been 
cut off from their m oisture supply 
in the ground, a liberal dose of 
carbon bisulphide will kill the pests 
remaining in the wood, according 
to Anson A. Brock, county horti­ 
cultural commissioner. 
The term ites are six times the 
size of the ordinary ant.
